CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Four privates 


of the 45th United States Infantry, 
stationed at Fort Sheridan were run 
over, and instantly killed, by a North 
Shore Electric train at Highland Park 
last night.

The food animals among the Allies have decreased since the war 


began by about 33,000.000 head, tbus their ineai. fat. :niik, and butler 
have decreased in the fare of increased need. They normally import 
30 per cent of their fodder-jjrains, crjrn, oats, barley, and rye. Owim1, 
to the reduction in their harvest they must, this next twelve months, 
import 56 per cent if they receive the normal amount. Jn peace times 
wo furnish them under 2 per cent, and Canada under ^ per cent. This 
year we must alone furnish them with at least 40 per cent, as Canada, 
produces little but wheat. Our quota means 500,000.000 bushel^ and 
we can do it if our great corn and oaty crops mature. 


They need the cereals other than wheat, not only to supply feed 


for animals but partly to substitute for wheat in the bread. They can 
however, only absorb a certain amount of corn for human food, for] 
except in Italy, they have never eaten corn, bread, and have no'ade- 
quate mills, and. besides, household bating is a [oat arc and corn bread- 
can not be distributed from ihc bakeries. Therefore, they must have 
wheat as the basis for their war ioaf. 


France and Italy formerly produced their own sugar. They can 


not do so now. England imported largely trom Gcnr.any and Russia. 
Therefore, our allies must now come to the West Indies for over 
2,000,000 tons if they are to obtain a normal amount. They thus draw 
from our own source of supply and we must divide with them. 


Of potatoes and other vegetables we have a superabundance, which 


we can not ship, because they'require from 4 to 10 times the tonnage 
of more concentrated foods. 
Tve have abundant fish, sea foods, and 


poultry. 


Therefore, we have Uvo clear duties: First, to substitute other 


commodities we have in abundance for those that we can ship; sec- 
ond, to eliminate every waste. If in this way we can reduce our aver- 
age consumption per person 1 pound of wheat Hour. 2 ounces of fat, 7 
ounces of sugar, and 7 ounces o£ meat per week, and if we use our 
milk and butter carefully and without waste, v.*e can maintain our own 
people on a full diet and can still supply the deficiency in our allies' 
food, for when these apparently small individual savings are multi- 
plied by 100,000.000 every week they assume Kigantic proportions and 
offer a complete solution of our problem. 


We must remember'that every Dag that flies against Germany is by 


proxy the American flnij, that those fighting in our defense can not ba 
maintained over this whiter without the minimum food necessary fot 
their ttnnies and ours, ami for their men, women, and children at home. 
The provision ot these needs can be accomplished 'only by the reso- 
lute personal service of every man, v/onr.n, anc child in this countrj
